AJ Commitiee Urges 
U.S. Ask Guarantees 


NEW YORK (JP)—The execu- 
tive committee of the American 
Jewish Committee this week 
adopted a resolution urging that 
American arms should not be 
sent to the Middle East “unless it 
is certain that they will be used 
to strengthen the security of the 
area and not to promote aggres- 
sion or create military imbalan- 
ces.” 

The motion was voted upon at 
the end of a two-day meeting at- 
tended by 100 persons. 

The group said that if arms 
were sent to that area firmer as- 
surances should be made guaran- 
teeing the existing Arab-Israel 
borders, and each country of the 
area should be dealt with in ac-

This is especially so since the | 
question of housing restrictions 
on colored people has recently 
come into the open in this metro- 
politan area of about 1,250,000 
persons. The Community Rela- 
tions committee of the Jewish 
Federation has adgpted the policy 
that it is on the side of unrestrict- 
ed housing, but will act directly 
only where Jews are involved. 
MADE CONTRIBUTION 
Despite the fact that Jews in 
many cases have made substan- 
tial contributions towards pro- 
gress in the housing field, as al- 
ways it’s the bad eggs who’ve at- 
tracted the greatest attention. 


The gossip that Jews run down 
neighborhoods and sell out to neg- 
roes—the latter being considered 
a heinous crime in some circles— 
has been going on for decades. It 
has been applied to practically all 
of the east side of the city. Most 
of the Jews from this area have 
moved to the eastern suburbs. 


Under attack have been Jews 
who sold their private homes to 
Negroes. But the brunt of the as- 
sault has been directed against 
Jewish real estate men who have 
initiated large scale transfers of 
homes owned by whites to Neg- 
roes. 

CAME INTO OPEN 

Last year the problem flared 
into the open, almost leading to 
riots on the southeast side of 
town. When a Jew sold his home 
to a Negro, troublemakers held 
mass meetings, prevented from 
deteriorating into riots only by 
prompt police intervention and di- 
plomatic maneuvers on the part 
of city officials. 


There have been insinuations 
also that Jews, more than others, 
have held on to or acquired deter- 
iorated property in the slum 
areas, subdividing virtually unin- 
habitable suites or store rooms 
into so-called living quarters and 
charging exorbitant rent for rat 
holes. 

IMPRESSION REINFORCED 

This impression has been rein- 
forced through the local newspa- 
pers’ anti-slum campaigns. Fre- 
quently articles and pictures list 
Jewish names as landlords who 
have used illegal and inhuman 
means to exploit human misery in 
the housing shdrtage. Most of 
these slums are in the lower sec- 
tion of the east side, large sec- 
tions of which were considered 
unfit for human habitation prior 
to World War II. 


Opposition to the new public 
housing projects being planned 
in that area has also been laid to 
Jewish landlords. The plans entail 
the purchase of hundreds of hous- 
ing sites, the present owners to 
be paid agreed or court-awarded 
compensation. Among those not 
agreeing to terms have been quite 
a few Jewish owners, who appar- 
ently are determined to wage pro- 
tracted court battles. 

DISCRIMINATION EXISTS 

Discrimination against Jews in 
exclusive sections ‘into suburbs 
has always existed, but seldom 
come out into the open.

‘A King of Theatre 
Max Reinhardt 


1873—1943 
NE morning in 1890, Max Reinhardt, then a young lad 
of 17, hurried to the railway station in the town of 


Baden. Although he had been born in Baden, he felt little 
sorrow as he boarded the train, for he was on his way to gay 
Vienna, to embark on a stage career. No longer would he 
toil in the musty old banking house where he had been ap- 
prenticed for years. Instead, he would become a great and 
famous actor. 

When he arrived at the theater where he had been prom- 
ised a job, he discovered that all the actors paid the manager 
for the privilege of acting on the stage. Since he had no 
money, he sadly left Vienna and went to Salzburg. There 
fortune was a little kinder, and Reinhardt found an engage- 
ment portraying elderly character parts. For several years — 
he trouped with touring companies until he found himself 
in Berlin. 

While playing at a Berlin theater, Reinhardt and some 
friends, to amuse themselves, started a series of cabaret 
shows after the evening performances. From a few inti- 
mate friends as spectators, the novelty of the show reached 
the ears of the jaded Berlin theater-goers. They flocked to 
the cabaret. Soon, so great became his success that Rein- 
hardt took over the theater. From that intimate beginning, 
he began to produce other plays. Gathering around him an 
incomparable company of actors and artists, he presented 
the finest Plays of the world’s greatest playwrights. Rein- 
hardt created a new intimacy between the stage and the 
audience which led to the establishment of the little theater 
movement throughout the world. 

His dramas, miracle plays, pageants, his unusual scenic 
arrangements, color and lighting became the talk of all Eur- 
ope. He went to Salzburg and staged the now famous Play 
Festival. Reinhardt became famous and rich. Other coun- 
tries invited him to stage his productions in the important 
capitals of the world. In Hollywood he worked his magic 
on the motion-picture screen.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: Could you tell me the origin of the 
name Wortelski. It is of Polish derivation. —JOSEPH 
STERN, New York, N. Y. 

WORTELSKI (more correctly Wartelski) is a family name 
of geographical origin. It is taken from the name of the village 
of Wartele in the government of Suwalki, Poland. Wartele 
was the former name of the locality. It is now known as Wid- 
girele and is situated about 20 miles from the towy of Kalwarya 
Zydowska. At the time your ancestors resided there the village 
was known as Wartele and it is from here that the family name 
originated. 


EAR Mr. Pearlroth: Could you tell of the origin of our 
name Luntz. It was predominant in Szawle, Lithuania 
and was changed to Lunch here by an older brother of mine in 
the early 1900’s —MORRIS LUNCH, Miami Beach, Fla. 
LUNZ is a highly distinguished Jewish family name. Its source 
is the little town of Louans in north-western France. ‘The He- 
brew name of the locality was Loantz pronounced Lunz in Po- 
land. Dr. Jacob ben Jehiel Lunz was the physician of Emperor 
Frederick III of Germany for 40 years and was knighted by 
this monarch. Josel (The Magnificent) Lunz, known to History 
as Josel of Rosheim (1480-1554) was the favorite of four German 
emperors in succession. He was appointed governor of all the 
Jews of Germany and Bohemia. He is the hero of Abraham 
Goldfaden’s operetta “Melitz Yosher.” A descendant of the great 
Josel immigrated to Poland and became the Rabbi of Chelm in 
1700. It is from him that the Polish-branch of the family is 
descended.

Barney apparently has done 
just that. Oved’s manager is Jim- 
my Bronson, one-time manager of 
Gene Tunney, who was good en- 
ough to retire undefeated as 
heavyweight champion of the 
world. 

Ain hopes his candidate will be 
able to muster enough of a show- 
ing in the primaries, as it were, to 
go to the polls. However, if David 
shows he hasn’t got enough rocks 
in his sling to bowl over light- 
weight Goliaths like Paddy De- 
Marco he won't be allowed to 
continue.

Has He Got It?

David may go all the way. He 
gets his boxing skill honestly, two 
of his older brothers having won 
championships during previous 
Maccabiahs, the Jewish Olympics 
held every three years. 

Oved followed in his brothers’ 
footsteps, taking up boxing when 
he was 16. Within two years he 
had his biggest thrill so far—he 
was presented the Sam Mosberg 
Trophy, awarded the Maccabiah’s 
outstanding boxer, by Mrs. Paula 
Ben-Gurion, wife of Israel’s for- 
mer prime minister. 

His impressive showing attract- 
ed the attention of Ain who 
brought him to the United States.

FOR SERVICES Saturday 
morning, I worshipped at the So- 
ciety for the Advancement of Ju- 
daism, and I learned things about 
Reconstructionism when I had al- 
ways thought I knew the move- 
ment pretty well. 

But this is not the time to dis- 
cuss that, unless you draw some 
knowledge from the fact that a 
young girl—certainly no older 
than 14 or 15 chanted the entire 
parsha for the week from the 
Torah and it was as beautiful and 
thrilling as anything I’ve ever 
heard.

He took vigorous issue 
with Dr. Abraham Heschel, after 
reading excerpts from Heschel’s 
new book on the Bible, which used 
such words as liars and hypocrites 
for those who would not face up 
to the question of whether the Bi- 
ble was not just divinely inspired 
but actually the word of God. 

Rabbi Cohen didn’t seek to 
evade harsh adjectives either, and 
he said Heschel was either a 
fraud or a fool, and proceeded to 
claim that Heschel was not hon- 
estly phrasing the question when 
he said that those who believed in 
the words of the prophets but did- 
n’t believe that they were the 
words of God were dishonest.

Ten per cent of the five million Jews 
is 500,000, which means about 150,006 
Jewish. families more or less.

HE decision of the Supreme Court not 

to consider an appeal from the rul- 

ing by the New Jersey Supreme Court 

banning distribution by the Gideons of 

Bibles in the schools of that state, (JP, 

Oct. 22, 1954) is an important victory 

for those who believe, like the Jewish 

group, that giving away bibles is an en- 

croachment on the principle of the separ- 
ation of the state and religion. 

This is more than a victory on the 
merits of the case. 

This is so because there has been 
growing an opinion that because of the 
apathy of the citizenry to religion there- 
fore the teaching about religion should 
in some way and in some form be intro- 
duced into the public school system. 

This kind of pressure has succeeded 
in winning over to the side of those who 
want religion or instruction about it 
brought into the public school system 
many who normally would be vigorous 
opponents to any such move.

The Council could very easily give 
the truth, and has acknowledged in hun- 
dreds of ways and times that the U.S.

The Post has mever gotten aroused 
over the issue, which is one that will 
bring most Jewish leaders up fighting at 
the very mention of it. 

Naturally we’re opposed to any step 
that would be likely to lead to a break- 
ing down of the separation of church 
and state, so therefore we’re opposed to 
all the various proposals which, with 
whatever sugar-coating, are nothing 
more or less than just that. 

But now that the trend away from 
things Jewish, including Jewish educa- 
tion, has been arrested, and since almost 
all Jews are willing to give their chil- 
dren the understanding that they differ 
from their neighbors in matters of re- 
ligion, we don’t feel that.the reading of 
the Lord’s prayer or the singing of 
Christmas carols are a danger to Juda- 
ism.

I am sure that the great ma- 
jority of Post readers applaud 
the Phi Delta Theta fraternity 
chapter at Williams college for 
withdrawing from the national 
fraternity because it limits mem- 
bership to persons of “Aryan 
blood.” 

However, we should not con- 
clude that racial.and religious pre- 
judice is characteristic of all na- 
tional fraternities. In May 1948 
students from eleven colleges met 
in Chicago and established Beta 
Sigma Tau, the first national in- 
tercultural fraternity. The consti- 
tution of Beta Sigma Tau not 
only permits but encourages the 
pledging of men of all religions, 
colors, and national backgrounds. 
This fraternity is affiliated with

STRICT CURRENCY CONTROL VITAL 
TO ISRAEL'S ECONOMIC WELFARE 


By CARL ALPERT 

AIFA—Since the United States and Canada are almost the 

only countries in the world which have no restrictive control 
over the free movement of their currency, the American visitor to 
Israel finds it difficult to understand some of the regulations and 
restrictions which mark money control here. 
One can not stop to give every tourist an ex- 
tended lecture in economics, and unfortunately 
many go away with distorted notions of what 
Israel is trying to do. Some even view cur- 
rency control as a device dreamed up by a 
stupid bureaucracy solely for the purpose of 
bedevilling the lives of tourists and honest Is- 
raeli citizens. 

A simple parable might help to explain 
the situation. A hard-working American who 
may earn $100 a week carefully budgets his income—so much for 
rent, for food, for clothing and for other basic necessities. Should 
his income increase he can include luxury and semi-luxury items 
in his budget. But when his'wife comes home one day with a $300 
fur coat, and his son buys a motorcycle, sending the bill to daddy, 
and his daughter orders an evening gown for the junior prom— 
he becomes alarmed. Food, or clothing, or shelter or some other 
necessity will have to suffer. And when the head of the house 
sternly lays down the law to members of his family he is, in effect, 
exercising a form of curféncy control. 

ISRAEL’S INCOME comes from many sources, among them 
contributions, tourist spending, loans, earnings fom exports, etc. 
Every dollar that enters the country is taken over by the govern- 
ment and its expenditure planned with an eye to the basic needs 
of the land. The individual who may have been responsible for 
bringing dollars into Israel is given Israel pounds in exchange, good 
only within Israel. He is denied the free use of his own earnings so 
that the public welfare may be advanced. - 

Responsible for the security and well-being of the country’s 
1.5 million souls, the government must then decide what to spend 
those precious dollars on. It is no secret that number one priority 
in the allocations of hard currency goes to food. In second place 
are items directly connected with food, such as import of seeds, 
agricultural machinery and similar material. Also high on the 
list is fuel, principally to produce the power which drives the 
pumps which irrigate the farmlands of the country. Provisions 
must also be made for import of raw materials to be processed in 
Israel for export; for raw materials for clothing, hides for shoes, 
etc. If every dollar is spent only for vital necessities, Israel’s econ- 
omy can gradually inch forward and upward. 

SPECULATORS, black marketeers and thoughtless persons are 
not interested in the public welfare. An Israeli who comes into 
possession of dollars is supposed to have the money exchanged at 
once at the bank. If, instead, he takes it to the black market, or 
smuggles it out of Israel, so that he may order an American radio, 
a pressure cooker, a Mixmaster or some other item to bring ease 
and comfort to his life, he is, by denying Israel the use of those 
dollars, actually taking food out ‘of the mouth of his own child. 

This may serve to explain, too, why Israel discourages the 
sending of gifts from abroad. Don’t spend that $50 for a luxurious 
gift for your cousin in Israel. Instead, send the cash as a gift; 
your cousin will exchange it for pounds, will buy what he wants 
in the well-stocked stores here—and the government will also have 
the use of the $50 to buy more wheat, so that your cousin and 
others may have bread. 

SOME DAY when Israel is on its feet, when it has a favorable 
balance of trade, when its own currency is stable, these controls 
will be lifted, and each citizen will be free to squander his bit of 
wealth to his heart’s content. Until that time, the national interests 
demand the most careful conservation. One hears a good deal about 
black market in Israel, but there is more smoke than fire. The big- 
time smuggling of money carried on by gamblers and racketeers 
has practically come to an end, precisely because the government 
has vigorously enforced the regulations. Small-time petty offences 
still continue, but there is no mass drainage of the country’s liquid 
resources. 

Currency control is annoying, and sometimes may lead to minor 
injustices. -But when one considers its purpose in Israel, one must 
concede that it is a control vital to the economic well-being of the 
country. 
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“Stone for Danny Fisher’ Seems 
All Surface. Lacking Substance

E never made a real effort to read “A 

Stone for Danny Fisher” when it first 
appeared. The theme of the Harold Robbins 
novel—a Jewish boy from the Lower East Side 
gone wrong — happened to 
strike a blind spot in our make- 
up, so we let it alone. 

Now, having viewed Leon- 
ard Kantor’s play of the same 
name at the Downtown Na- 
tional Theater in New York, 
we wish we had known about 
Mr. Kantor’s plans when Mr. 
Robbins made his public; most 
certainly we would have read 
the book. 

As it is, we can only guess 
whether Mr. Kantor successfully translated the 
mood and fteling of Mr. Robbins’ central char- 
acters and the sense of futility which must have 
pervaded the novel. 

* * * 

DANNY FISHER, son of respectable par- 
ents, wants desperately to escape his environ- 
ment, legitimately or otherwise. His youth and 
unknowingness, and the plausibility of Maxie 
Fields, a small-time hoodlum, lead him astray, 
however slightly, causing a rupture with his 
father and with Nellie, his fiancee.

Danny turns over a new leaf, however, 
breaks from Maxie’s influence, is married to 
Nellie, fathers a child who dies in infancy, and 
is about to become a father again, when Sam 
Gordon, the well-heeled, inside-the-law husband 
of his sister Mimi, takes him into his business. 
The rudderless youth acquires a new suit and 
delusions of grandeur. Swaggering and sud- 
denly self-sufficient, Danny attempts to outwit 
Sam in business and succumbs once more to 
the lure of the crafty Fields. 


The Danny Fisher we feel Mr. Robbins tried 
to paint is a callow, essentially weak young 
man forced by repressive and obdurate home 
life and his own helplessness to the fringe of 
crime, in which he is totally unequipped to sur- 
vive. Without having read the book, it is not 
difficult to sense from the play that “A Stone 
for Danny Fisher” was a sociological study of 


one person who tried to move uptown and 
didn’t make it. 
* * * 

MR. KANTOR WORKS to convey the spirit 
of the novel, but his play is all surface, and 
while there is a sum of sorts, the substance is 
missing. Danny Fisher emerges, not gradual- 
ly, but all at once, leaving the audience to won- 
der that such a nice boy could have been 
smothered by the fate that eventually descends 


upon him. 

Mr. Kantor tells his story in flashbacks that 
proved confusing to us, since nothing in prior 
dialogue indicated these were glimpses into the 
past, until they were half over. One of the 
flashbacks, in which is enacted the death of 
the Fisher’s first child, is the most moving in 
the play, despite totally unnecessary symbolism 
in the person of a social service worker and in 
stage lighting of annoyingly undulant reds. 

Zero Mostel as Maxie Fields and Bert Freed 
as Sam Gordon easily dominate the action and 
fill the stage with personality. Mostel, adept as 
an actor or a comic, should have no trouble 
growing into a part which demands a blend of 
Neolithic depravity and Cro-Magnon kindness,

PHILLIP PINE sees the title role as a clean- 
cut, bewildered victim of circumstance, but it 
is difficult to see how he could have seen other- 
wise with the lines given to him. Barbara Joyce 
as Mimi gives a warm and natural performance, 
and does more than anyone, we thought, to es- 
tablish the heartbreak of a jumbled home. The 
part of Ronnie, the chattel of Maxie Fields, 
called upon Gloria McGehee to reveal portions 
of one of the most vivid anatomies probably 
ever seen in the old Downtown National. Susan 
Cabot as Nellie seemed too glassily bright to 
be convincing. Among the supporting players, 
Maurice Gosfield as Spit, the knife-wielding 
killer in the Fields’ organization, was the em- 
bodiment of sniggering evil in his almost word- 
less part.

FOR SERVICES Saturday 
morning, I worshipped at the So- 
ciety for the Advancement of Ju- 
daism, and I learned things about 
Reconstructionism when I had al- 
ways thought I knew the move- 
ment pretty well.

Ten per cent of the five million Jews 
is 500,000, which means about 150,006

When you add the memberships of 
the Z.O.A., the labor and the religious 
Zionists (LZOA and Mizrachi) and the 
American Jewish Congress, then Hadas- 
sah and the Pioneer Women, and so on, 
you certainly get a figure of more than 
150,000 Zionist families. :

HE decision of the Supreme Court not 

to consider an appeal from the rul- 

ing by the New Jersey Supreme Court 

banning distribution by the Gideons of 

Bibles in the schools of that state, (JP, 

Oct. 22, 1954) is an important victory 

for those who believe, like the Jewish 

group, that giving away bibles is an en-

We don’t have the Council release 
before us, but if the Council was stating 
statistics, it was under some obligation 
to give its own membership figures. 

As for the contents of the Council 
letter, it is as objectionable and as un- 
charitable as previous Council efforts ot 
this sort, and as cynical as ever of the

When I asked why, 
I was told that it was because 
the appeal of Israel was declin- 
ing, that the people were thinking 
more in terms of the American 
scene. 

But then the following day I 
talked to Sidney Marks and he 
told me that the membership re- 
ceipts for one day this past 
month was the best in the history 
of the Zionist organization of 
America. 

Tomorrow I'll attend the mass 
meeting called by the American 
Zionist Committee for Public Af- 
fairs at the Commodore hotel. 
There’s a story behind this too, 
with some people in Israel and 
the bond people wanting strong 
rebuke of the administration over 
the treatment of Israel and the 
AZCPA cautioning that the ad- 
ministration had still two years in 
power regardless of the results of 
the present election, and that to 
antogonize the administration was 
hardly sensible. 

One thing I might mention here 
and that is the bitterness against 
the administration.

This fraternity is affiliated with

National President Frank P, 
O’Sullivan, currently Democratic 
candidate for Congress from the 
15th District, California (Wilshire 
blvd. section, L.A.), is a white 
Catholic. His two immediate pre- 
decessors were a Negro Protes- 
tant and a German-born Jew.

STRICT CURRENCY CONTROL VITAL 
TO ISRAEL'S ECONOMIC WELFARE

AIFA—Since the United States and Canada are almost the 
H only countries in the world which have no restrictive control 
over the free movement of their currency, the American visitor to 
Israel finds it difficult to understand some of the regulations and 
restrictions which mark money control here. 
One can not stop to give every tourist an ex- 
tended lecture in economics, and unfortunately 
many go away with distorted notions of what 
Israel is trying to do. Some even view cur- 
rency control as a device dreamed up by a 
stupid bureaucracy solely for the purpose of 
bedevilling the lives of tourists and honest Is- 
raeli citizens. 

A simple parable might help to explain 
the situation. A hard-working American who 
may earn $100 a week carefully budgets his income—so much for 
rent, for food, for clothing and for other basic necessities. Should 
his income increase he can include luxury and semi-luxury items 
in his budget. But when his'wife comes home one day with a $300 
fur coat, and his son buys a motorcycle, sending the bill to daddy, 
and his daughter orders an evening gown for the junior prom— 
he becomes alarmed. Food, or clothing, or shelter or some other 
necessity will have to suffer. And when the head of the house 
sternly lays down the law to members of his family he is, in effect, 
exercising a form of curféncy control. 

ISRAEL’S INCOME comes from many sources, among them 
contributions, tourist spending, loans, earnings fom exports, etc. 
Every dollar that enters the country is taken over by the govern- 
ment and its expenditure planned with an eye to the basic needs 
of the land. The individual who may have been responsible for 
bringing dollars into Israel is given Israel pounds in exchange, good 
only within Israel. He is denied the free use of his own earnings so 
that the public welfare may be advanced. ; 

Responsible for the security and well-being of the country’s 
1.5 million souls, the government must then decide what to spend 
those precious dollars on. It is no secret that number one priority 
in the allocations of hard currency goes to food. In second place 
are items directly connected with food, such as import of seeds, 
agricultural machinery and similar material. Also high on the 
list is fuel, principally to produce the power which drives the 
pumps which irrigate the farmlands of the country. Provisions 
must also be made for import of raw materials to be processed in 
Israel for export; for raw materials for clothing, hides for shoes, 
etc. If every dollar is spent only for vital necessities, Israel’s econ- 
omy can gradually inch forward and upward. 

SPECULATORS, black marketeers and thoughtless persons are 
not interested in the public welfare. An Israeli who comes into 
possession of dollars is supposed to have the money exchanged at 
once at the bank. If, instead, he takes it to the black market, or 
smuggles it out of Israel, so that he may order an American radio, 
a pressure cooker, a Mixmaster or some other item to bring ease 
and comfort to his life, he is, by denying Israel the use of those 
dollars, actually taking food out ‘of the mouth of his own child. 

This may serve to explain, too, why Israel discourages the 
sending of gifts from abroad. Dcn’t spend that $50 for a luxurious 
gift for your cousin in Israel. Instead, send the cash as a gift; 
your cousin will exchange it for pounds, will buy what he wants 
in the well-stocked stores here—and the government will also have 
the use of the $50 to buy more wheat, so that your cousin and 
others may have bread. 

SOME DAY when Israel is on its feet, when it has a favorable 
balance of trade, when its own currency is stable, these controls 
will be lifted, and each citizen will be free to squander his bit of 
wealth to his heart’s content. Until that time, the national interests 
demand the most careful conservation. One hears a good deal about 
black market in Israel, but there is more smoke than fire. The big- 
time smuggling of money carried on by gamblers and racketeers 
has practically come to an end, precisely because the government 
has vigorously enforced the regulations. Small-time petty offences 
still continue, but there is no mass drainage of the country’s liquid 
resources. 

Currency control is annoying, and sometimes may lead to minor 
injustices. -But when one considers its purpose in Israel, one must 
concede that it is a control vital to the economic well-being of the 
country.
